EUROPE'S FUTURE : 
RETRENOCSMENT OR REVOLUTION. 


With the exception of Russia, Lord Avebury in 
th- “Nineteenth Century says, the greatStates 
of Baroge cannot prodoce the food reqaired by 
their people, even a“ the present rate of living. 
They all import food and export manofactares. 
Take away the market for their manufsctares 
and they will be unable to buy the food they re 
qnire. Until recently, however, they have had no 
effective comp :tition. The United States were, 
till within the last few years, mainly an agri- 
cultural commanity. Bren now they require 
most of their manufactures for home ase. 
Gradaally, however, the surplus is increasing 
and the competition becoming more severe, 
Oar great Colonies, morever, wisely or unwisely 

—unwisely as I think—are all endeavouring 

to check the development of their great tracts 
of virgin soil, and to foster the owa at the 
expense of the count, y. Take Canada, ‘or in- 
stat ce, and look at the effect of Canadian 
duties on Canada herself The winters ro very 
cold, and she compels her people to pay 10, 15, 
or even 20 per cent. more than they need fir 
warm clothing. She needs railways to develop 
her magnificent agricultural districts in the 
West, and she artificially enhances the prices 
of raile. When I think over hase things | some- 
times doubt whether men have reason after al! | 
Bat the military and naval expeoditare of the 
Co'onies is trifling. They decline to bear avy 
fair proportion of oor expenses on the Army 
and Navy, and are technically within their 
right in doing so. We cannot, if we vould. 
compel them, and woald not if we could. If 
they contribate it most be done voluntarily. 
Only they mast remember that there are at 
present no Imperial forces. The Army and 
Navy are entirely supported by, and belong to, 
the Brit sh Isles. It a colony gets into trouble 
with any first-class Power, any assistance we 
might give would be an act of graca; they 
cannot claim it asa right. The military acd 
naval expenditare of the United States and of 
our Colonies is then very small o mpared with 
ours and that of other Baropean States. Com- 
petition with America and oar Colonies is 
therefore becoming more and more difficult. 
Manufaotures will, cateris paribas, gradoally 
be transferred to the countries which are most 
lightly taxed. This will more and more ag 
gravate the evil, so that onless we tarn over 4 
new leaf the prospects of Barope are very grave. 
In fact, as long as these armament- are main- 
tained we are sitting on a voleano. The encr 
mous and wastefal expenditurs of Burope means 
lower igher prices of the necessaries of 
life, and r work. It makes life a heavier, 
and for millions an almost intolersble, burden. 
Bayonets are good ss weapons, bat 
not to sit on. Unless something is done 
the condition cf the poor in Barope will grow 
worse and worse. [t is no use shatting our eyes. 
Revolation may not come soon, not probably 
in our time, bot come it will, and as sure as 
fate there will be an explosion such as the 
world has never seen. If the monarchs of 
Europe are to retain their thrones, and if we 
are to maintain peace, Buropean statesmen 
mast devise some means of fostering better 
feelings, and diminishing the bardens which 
now press 30 heavily on the springs of industry 
and aggravate so terribly the unavoidable 
troubles of life. Is this hopeless ! Is it 
altogether utopian to suggest that rome repre- 
sentatives of the navies of England, France, 
Germany, and Russia might mest and agree on 
a common ba-is, not, of coarse, as binding on, 
bot as a suggestion to, their re«pective Govern- 
men ta I have argued ths question

Tramway Accident. 

This morning, at about 845 o'clock, the 
train coming from the Palace station to Alex- 
andria knocked down a young Greek servant 
girl in the employment of Mr. Athanssias 
Sanicos.

Boulac Reformatory.

MANSOURAH’S PROGRESS. 


Mansoorah is the mast advanced of the 
provineial centres of population in the Delta, 
and all who are interested in the progress of 
Egypt will read the report of the working of 
the Municipal Commission of that town from 
1899 to the end of 1905. The Mixed Maniei- 
pal Commission of Mansoursh was fou: ded by 
a Khedivial decree in Jane, 1881, bat the 
institution did not have any practical exis- 
tence until the end of 1898. owing to the 
difficulty of persuading the various elements 
of the populstion to pay a municipal tax 
without which a Municipal Commission could 
not exist. But in 1908 the discontent with 
the institution showed itself by many of the 
inhabitants of the town officially notifying, 
“par acte d'huissier, the chairman of the 
Commission that they would no longer agree 
to pay the tax. 

Mustapha Pacha Mrher, the Mondir of 
Dakaklieh, Chairman of t! e Commis⸗ion, how- 
ever, succeeded in persuadirg them to renew 
their engagement as to the munioipal tax for 
a third triennial period, from 1995 to 1997, 
and he gave them an undertaking to publish 
a conscientious acconnt of the actoal ritoation 
of the Manic'pality. This publication bas jast 
been issoed and it is a very useful document 
for all thore (we do not believe they are many) 
who take an interest in the development of 
municipal institations in Bgypt. The subjects 
treated of are naturally excessively local and 
of no interest to anyone out- ide the town. 
But they show thst Mansourah is s*eadily 
progressing and hat the persons responsible for 
the control of the Manicipal Commission have 
some ideas of civic duty. 

We conrgrat: late Mostapha Pscha Maher 
on his labours, for the report he has drawn 
up shou'd convince the people of Manson- 
roh that they get a good deal of valoe 
for a very light burthen of taxation, and that 
the Rgyp' ian Government is doing its best 
to help them in advancing the wall-being of 
one of the most pleasant provincial towns in 
Eeypt. 


THE MINET-EL-BASSAL FIRB. 


AN AMERICAN’S INTERESTING 
QUERIES.

of the most important cotton-exporting firms 
in Egypt, be ve received the total amount 
claimed by them Such expedition is un- 
known in similar cases in Europe. Here it is 
dae to the libers| and easy terms of the 
agents of the insurance companies, who have 
done all they can to eati-fy claimants as 
they are in this case well aware of the bora 
fides of all the firms concerned. 

We know perfectly well that the work of 
salvage has been a reoord, for over 1, 30 hale 
steam preseed, were put on sale out of the 
whole lot of 1.28" pressed bales damaged, pro- 
dociug, with a few insigvificant items added, 
over LE. 35,000. This is io a great measure 
due to the ceberity of the adjustment com 
mittee and also to the great judgment exer 
bieed by M- Frauk Haselden, whore com- 
petence and resonrces for dealing with euch 
crises are ooparalleled in Egypt 

A New York correspondent has pat to the 
“Manchester Guardian“ certain questions with 
reference to the above fire, which the journal 
confesses its inability to answer. The letter is 
as followa :-—

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THE COTTON WORM. 
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AN INTERESTING REPORT. 


RESULTS OF LAST YEARS WORK. 


The Ministry of the loterior bas issued a 
fall and interesting report on the cotton worm 
in 19°S. The experience of last year tanght 
oaltivators and „ fficials much that they did 
not know before, and the cotton worm, which 
hed hitherto done ench a vast amount of 
injory, last year did absolutely none. 

If the Government had not taken up the 
matter of the worm, the result would have bon 
disastrons for the crop. All the lessons learred 
are to be applied th’s yaar, and until sach time 
as every sultivator can be relied upon to look 
after his own crops. 

Many of the modifications indicated as de- 
sirable will be adopted, and it is to be hoped 
the sympsthy «nd the sapport of the popolation 
can be relied upon. 

Improved seed and artificia! manures will 
continue to be supplied by the Khedivial 
Agrioaltaral Society, and the executive may be 
relied upon to renew its exertions; bot the 
mystery of the boll-worm mast be solved, and 
an effort most be made to see whether it will 
not be possible to evolve some means of dealing 
— 2 with the water which 
rrigation artment can supply Scepticism, 
apathy and inertia on the part of the smaller 
cultivators were the chief difficalties with 
which the suthoritie: had to contend.

Eg: ptrans in ther ordinary home life : 

The honses of the rich, the noble and «ficial 
cas, were large and commodious. Me'hen, a 
great nob'e ot the third dynasty, built a by ure 
ovér three hundred an? thirty feet square The 
materials were wood and sun-dried brick aod 
the constroction was light and airy, os suited 
theclimate. Th re were may lattioed wind wa, 
on el sides the walla of the living rooms were 
largely a mere +keleron. like those of many 
Japanese houses. Against winds and sand 
storms they could be closed by d--pping gaily- 
coloured hangings. Even the pelace f the king, 
thongh of conrse fortifi-d, was of this ight 
ons ructio ; bence the cities of ancient 
Exynt have®disappeared entire y or left bot 
mounds containing a few scanty fragments of 
ruined walls Bede, chairs, stools, and chests of 
ebony, inlaid with ivory in the finest work- 
manship, formed the chief articles of farnitare. 

Little or rome was made of tables, but the 

rich vedeula of alabaster, and other costly ; 
stones, of copper, or sometimes of gold and 
silver, were pla ed upon bare and etandarda 
which raised them from the flor. The floors 
were covered with heavy rugs non which 
goests, espe ially ladie-, freque ty sat, in 
preference to the o ait - and st, ole. Th food 
was vi h and varied; we fi d that even the 
dend desired in the hereafter ten different 
kinds of meat, five kinds of poultry, -ixteen 
kuss of b ead and cske-, six kinds of wine, 
tour kinda of beer, eleven kinds of froit, be- 
cides all sorts of sweet- and many other 
things.” The costume of these ancient lords 
was simple in the extreme; it consisted merely 
of a white linen kilt, seoared above the bips 
with a girdle or band, and hanging often 
hard y to the knees, or again in another style 
to the calf of the leg. The head was oommnly 
ban and two style- of wig, one short and 
cry the other wi b long traight | ck« parted 
in the middle, were worn on all -tate oveasione. 
A broad collar. often inlaid w ho sly stones, 
generally hung trom be reck bot otherwise 
the body was bare from the weist up. Wi h 
long st ff in hand, the gentlem«n of the day 
was ready to receive his visitors, or to make a 
tour of inspection about his e-tate. His lady 
and her daughters »l' appesred in costumes 
even more simple. They were clo’ hed in a thin, 
cloxe-fi' ting. sleeveless, white linen garment 
hanging from the breast to the ankles, and 
supported by two bands parsing over the 
shoalders. The skirt, as a modern modiste 
would say, lacke 1 fallnes,” and there was 
barely freedom to walk. A long wig, 6 oollat 
and neck'ace. anda pair of bracelets completed 
the lady's costame. Neither she nor ber lord 
was fond of sandals ; although thry now and 
then wore them.
